Wages Announced. 
According to Mr. Gonsalves rhe 
.skilled labor wHl work an average n' 
64 hours a i.-nonth at $1.10 an hour, 
earning 577; intermediate sknied lab- 
or will work 72 bourse at 30 centa an 
hour to make 855 In a mouth while 
common labor will work 93 hourt at '

the earnings for each woikman can- 
not exceed the nmit set un-Ier the 
laws governing the WPA or kindred 
federal groups the payms-it of prevail- 
ing wage la made possible by lesson- 
ing the number of hours of work.

Tho nrst Btep la to singe all the long 
hairs and Btubborn feathers hy hold- 
ing and turning the bird' over a gns 
nanie until the entire surface la 
singed. 

*<Drawtno" Explained 
Wash the bird and pull out as many 
ot tho black, toathor ends as poaulblo 
using tweezerja, a atrawborry huUer, 
or knlto ond thumb. If the market 
man has not "drawn" tho bird thla 
muflt now bo done. A small crosB cut 
la made at the vent and tho Intosllno.i, 
heart, liver and gliiard are removed. 
The amateur must watch out for th*; 
gal! bladder. If thiB la broken In re- 
moving, It will spoil the flavor ot the 
turkey, making any part It touchefl 
bitter. DIacnrd all but tho llvar, 
heart and gizzard. Uoll thcae to serve 
minced In gravy or to make Into ca- 
nape BproadB tor another aervlco. 
Clean tho gltzard by cutting It open 
and removing tho Inner skin and con- 
tenia and washing tho gizzard thor- 
oughly. Cut out tho oil sack found at 
the ond of the turkey'^ spine. 

Wash out tho Inside of the turkey, 
pat It dry with a clean cloth and stuff 
It loosely. Do not pack tho atumng 
In unless you want it to boheavy and 
solid. 

Truss the bird or not, o^ you llko. 
Trussing la fastening the legs and 
wings close to the aldos of tho bird 
by tying and skewering. 

Placo the atuflod turkey In nn un- 
covered roaating pan on Its hack, salt 
It well. Have tho oven heated to 450 
degrees and put the turkey In for 
twenty mlnutoa. Then reduce tho 
heat of the oven to 350 degreea. Turn 
the bird on Uh aide In the roostln? 
pan so the Juices will not flow away 
from the breast. Allow the turkey lo 
roast a third of the time that way. 
then turn It on the other side for one- 
third of the roasting period. Twenty 
minutes before the turkey Is dons 
' turn It on Its back again to flnlsh 
browning the breast evenly. 
Basting Unnecessary 
Rafltlng la no longer considered ne- 
■cQMary, but It doea aaauro a Juicier 
service, ao many baste the roasting 
bird with meltod fat and hot water 
every half hour. After tho first twen- 
ty minutes, allow twenty mlnutoa to 
the pound for roaHtlng. 

If tho oven gets too hot, It Ih 
cnoro satisfactory to open the oven 
door and cool It off than to cover tho 
roasting bird. However, If there nrd 
other foods cooking at the same time 
that need n hot oven, cover the roast- 
ing pan or coyer well buttered turkey 
with flour and water dough rolled 
thin. 

When two turkeys are roasted have 
ono carved In the kitchen ready for 
tho boat to aerve and the other 
brought to the table whole for the 
apectaculnr effect. This of course for 
typical English service, called family 
Bcrvlce here. 

, For formal dinner or nuaalnn ser- 
vice, tho birds are carved In tho 
kitchen and brought to the table by 
maid or butler or some member of the 
family who has practiced the art of 
placing and removing varloua coursoB 
a blL ■
